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DISCOURSE BY PRESIDENT WILFORD WOODRUFF. 


THE following discourse on the power of faith was delivered by President 
Wilford Woodruff at the Sixty-fourth Semi-Annual Conference of the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints held in the Tabernacle, Salt 
Lake’ City, Sunday afternoon, October 8, 1893 :— 

I have never attended a conference since I have been a member of this 
Church—now nearly sixty years—at which I have refused, when called 
upon by the proper authority and the Spirit of God, to speak and to bear 
my testimony according to the light that I had in me, and I disliked to 
pass over this conference without saying something. I have been in poor 
condition for public speaking, having had a severe cold upon my lungs 
during the past week, which has prevented me from doing almost any 
kind of business. 

I have been deeply interested in the testimonies of the servants of God 
who have addressed us during this conference. They have laid before us 
many great truths. My mind rests upon the subject of faith. Faith is 
the first principle of the Gospel. What is faith? Paul, in writing to the 
Hebrews, undertakes to explain it. He says that “faith is the substance 
of things hoped for, the evidence of things not seen;” and to prove this 
he goes on to tell what different men accomplished through faith. (See 
xi chap. of Hebrews.) I look upon faith as one of the most important 
principles that God ever revealed to man. Here we have four temples in 
these mountains, and hundreds of people are laboring in them. Who for? 
Both for the living and the dead. Why do they labor for the dead? Have 
they ever seen the resurrection of the dead? No, except by vision or 
revelation. But they have faith in it, and as an evidence of that faith 
they perform this work. They look forward to the resurrection and eternal 
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judgment, to the celestial kingdom and the great blessings which God 
has revealed for the salvation and exaltation of the children of men. They 
do this by faith, and it is by this power that they have accomplished 
what they have during the last sixty years. By faith this tabernacle has 
been built, these temples have been reared, and these people have been 
gathered from the nations of the earth. Thousands of Elders have been 
called, not from colleges, but from the various occupations of life, and 
sent forth into the world to preach the Gospel without money and without 
price. Now for many years they have gone forth and preached this 
Gospel. Men have listened to them, and some spirit or power has con- 
vinced them that the testimony which these Elders have borne was true. 
These humble men of God have gone forth and said: “The fullness of 
the everlasting Gospel has been revealed by the administration of angels; 
the Lord has raised up prophets and inspired men; He has organized the 
Church on the earth as it was in the days of Jesus Christ and the Apos- 
tles; we have brought you this Gospel; hearken to it, and we promise you 
in the name of the Lord Jesus Christ, if you will receive our testimony, 
repent of your sins, go down into the water and be baptized for the re- 
mission of your sins, you shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost, that 
shall bear record and witness unto you that what we say is true.” What 
has been the result of this? Thousands have believed that testimony and 
proved that it was true. These Elders labored by faith; they traveled by 
faith; they worked by faith. It was faith that sustained them all the way 
through. They traveled without purse and scrip, and through their faith 
the God of heaven fed and clothed them, and opened the way before them. 
This has been the case now for sixty years. And many people believed 
the testimony of these simple men. They repented of their sins, were 
baptized for the remission of them in the name of the Father and of the 
Son and of the Holy Ghost; they received that Holy Ghost, and it bore 
testimony to them of the truths of the Gospel. 

Brethren and sisters, it is by faith that you are here to-day, gathered © 
from the nations of the earth. By that power you have been sustained 
until you have accomplished these things that are now before you in your 
history. We ought to look at these things as they are. We ought to have 
faith, not only in what is past, but in what is to come. It is by faith that 
we look forward to the resurrection of the dead. Our forefathers are in 
the spirit world. They died without the Gospel. They never saw the face 
of a prophet or an apostle. They laid down their bodies, and their spirits 
went into the spirit world. There they have listened to the Gospel of 
Christ. Jesus taught the Gospel in the spirit world while His body lay 
in the tomb. Joseph Smith, Hyrum Smith and those Elders of Israel who 
have been martyred and who have died for the word of God and the testi- 
mony of Jesus have gone to preach this Gospel there. Spirits in prison have 
received their testimony. The prison doors have been opened. These 
spirits will come forth in the morning of the resurrection, and they will 
receive these blessings and glories, the same as if they had heard and re- 
ceived the Gospel in the flesh. And these Latter-day Saints have built 
these temples and gone to work in them with just as much assurance of 
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the truth of these things as though it had been sounded in their ears by 
the trump of the archangel of God. They have had this faith, and they 
will not be disappointed. 

That is the condition the Latter-day Saints are in to-day. As to opposi- 
tion, we may expect that because the archenemy has labored against the 
work of God in all ages of the world. But we have reason to rejoice and 
to be thankful to our Heavenly Father that we are as well as we are to- 
day before Him. I want the Latter-day Saints to bear in mind that the 
ancient patriarchs and prophets spoke as they were moved upon by the 
Holy Ghost, and they spoke the truth. The Lord has said just what He 
meant, and meant what He said. The word of the Lord will never fall 
unfulfilled. If you want to know what is coming to pass, read the revela- 
tions of God in the Bible, in the Book of Mormon and in the Book of 
Doctrine and Covenants. The revelations of the Lord through the Prophet 
Joseph Smith are glorious revelations. What the Lord promised in the 
commencement of this work has been fulfilled to the very letter up to the 
present. So it will continue. We should lay these things to heart. 

There has been a good deal said with regard to our temporal affairs. 
That is all right. What the brethren have said concerning our temporal 
condition is of importance to us. I still am of the opinion that inasmuch 
as Zion is going to be built up on the earth, it is the mind and will of God 
that we should do something for ourselves. We ought to cultivate the 
earth. We ought not to wait for the world to come and plant and dig 
our potatoes, or plant and harvest our wheat, or to build railroads and 
carry them on. The Presidency of the Church have shouldered a very 
heavy ‘load connected with this sugar-factory. Why should we not make 
sugar? Utah sends a very great amount every year out of the Territory 
for sugar. This should not be. The soil is here and the talent is here to 
raise beets and to make sugar. Why should not the Latter-day Saints do 
this and keep their money at home? Is there any sin in this? Not at 
all; the more of these things we would do, the better, | think, the Lord 
would be pleased with us. I know there has been quite a feeling one way 
or another, because we have burdened ourselves with these labors. But 
it is our duty to try to get the Latter-day Saints to cultivate the earth 
and to produce what they eat and drink and what they wear. We have 
tried todo this. It is true, it cost a great deal to establish the sugar-plant, 
and the Church had to shoulder a great measure of responsibility in con- 
nection with it, in order to carry it out. I do not think we have done 
wrong in that. When I go before my Father in heaven I am willing to 
bear my part of the responsibility, because if there is anything on earth 
that I was ever moved upon by the Spirit to do it was to unite in that 
enterprise with my brethren. I believe it is our duty to manufacture 
what we use, as far as we can, at home. We refer to these temporal things 
because they are and always will be connected with us. 

I feel to rejoice myself that we are as well off as we are. There has 
never been a period when we have been any better off than we are to-day. 
I look back to the days when we came here. We found a barren desert. 
The man that led us here was Brigham Young. He was a prophet, seer 
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and revelator. He was never destitute of revelation from the day that I 
first knew him until his body was laid in the tomb. He was a great man 
—a man of God. We see the result of his work here. He was our archi- 
tect, so to speak. He fulfilled his mission in a great and wonderful man- 
ner, and when he laid his body down he went to mingle with his brethren 
and the Gods. 

The Gospel of Christ is true. The Zion of God is true. We are here in 
fulfillment of the revelations and visions of the ancient patriarchs and 
prophets. Read Isaiah, Jeremiah and the other prophets, and see what 
they said. Wecame here by the revelations of God. Many of the brethren 
felt it hard to leave our beautiful Nauvoo and to go to the mountains. 
Had we not done this, some of the revelations of God would have fallen 
unfulfilled. I say to the Latter-day Saints, have faith. Let us have faith 
in the promises and revelations of God. Do you comprehend what is 
manifest in the earth to-day? The seeds of destruction are everywhere. 
The judgments of God are beginning to go forth. But who acknowledges 
the hand of God in these things? I rejoice that the cloud of darkness is 
being lifted from the eyes of our countrymen in regard to the Latter-day 
Saints, and that they are manifesting kindness towards us. Speaking of 
our visit East, I confess it was marvelous in my eyes to see how different 
these things are to-day from what they have been in the past. They begin 
to see that the people in the mountains of Israel are white men, and that 
they have some talent. I thank God for these things. I thank Him for 
the kindness we have received at the hands of the friends of our nation. 
My prayer to God is that His blessings may rest upon our nation and upon 
the leaders thereof, and that the spirit of liberty, of law, of righteousness 
and of truth may rest upon all American citizens and everybody that 
dwells under this great government. It is one of the greatest governments 
God ever raised up on the earth. What has it been raised up for? That 
in the midst of it the Lord might establish His Zion and His work. 

Brethren and sisters, let us be true and faithful to our duties and to our 
God. Let us look forward to the exaltation and the blessings that God 
has in store for those who keep His commandments. Every inan will be 
judged according to the deeds done in the body. There are laws celestial, 
laws terrestrial, and laws telestial. We speak of the celestial glory and of 
the heavenly hosts. Who are the heavenly hosts? They are those who 
have tabernacled on this earth, been faithful to God, and passed behind 
the veil. And they are interested in the welfare of the inhabitants of the 
earth. They are interested in the salvation of the human family. They 
have labored for it in the flesh; they do so to-day in the spirit world. 
These are the people we look to by faith. We are here upon a mission. 
We are trying to fulfill that mission. I hope we may be true and faithful 
to it. 

I am thankful before the Lord for the blessings that I have enjoyed in 
this conference and for the testimonies I have heard from these Apostles. 
They speak as men having authority, inspired by the Spirit of God, and 
they speak the truth. Many of our friends that have labored with us have 
passed away. We ourselves shall pass away in our time. I may say that 
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if it bad not been for the prayers of these thousands of Latter-day Saints, 
I to-day should have been mingling with my brethren in the spirit world. 
I know that I have been preserved by the prayers of my brethren and 
sisters, and [ am still with you. I feel very weak, and hardly quali- 
fied to magnify my calling as an apostle, as the leader of the people of 
Israel; in fact, no man is, only as moved upon by the power of God. 
What little time I may stay here I hope my heart will not be set on the 
riches of this world, but on doing the will of God and uniting with my 
brethren in bearing off the great work and responsibility resting upon us. 
If we will do this, all will be right. When we get on the other side of the 
veil, we shall know something. We now work by faith. We have the 
evidence of things not seen. The resurrection, the eternal judgment, the 
celestial kingdom, and the great blessings that God has given in the holy 
anointings and endowment in the temples are all for the future, and they 
will be fulfilled, for they are eternal truths. We will never while in the 
fiesh, with this veil over us, fully comprehend that which lies before us in 
the world to come. It will pay any man to serve God and to keep His 
commandments the few days he lives upon the earth. With regard to our 
position before we came here, I will say that we dwelt with the Father 
and with the Son, as expressed in the hymn, “O my Father,” that has 
been sung here. That hymn isa revelation, though it was given unto us by 
a woman—Sister Snow. There area great many sisters who have the spirit 
of revelation. There is no reason why they should not be inspired as well 
as men. We dwelt in the presence of God before we came here, and we 
have been sent here upon a mission, and I do not want to live any longer 
myself than I can magnify that calling. What benefit is it to any man to 
dwell here and to miss the object for which he was sent, even eternal life? 
Therefore, it does not pay any man tosin. When a man sins it is because 
he yields to the enemy, not because the devil has power over him irre- 
spective of his agency. The devil is laboring for the destruction of the 
human family. But the Gospel is sent into the world to save them. 

Brethren and sisters, God bless you. I am glad to meet with you and 
to have a little time to speak to you. I hope and trust we may be true 
and faithful to the end of our days, that we may be satisfied when we get 
through with our work, that our hearts may not be set upon anything 
that perisheth, but that we may do what we can to build up Zion and 
bring forth salvation to mankind as far as we have the opportunity while 
we dwell in the flesh. God bless us and guide us all in all our work, for 
Jesus’ sake. Amen.

cent.; up to 100,000 francs, 7 per cent.; and incomes higher than the last-named figure, 
10 per cent.

IN THE GERMAN MISSION. 


In this issue appear a few extracts from a letter written to this office by 
President Stocker of the Swiss and German Mission. From them it will 
be seen that in southern Germany the elders are meeting with success and 
are diligently Jaboring to spread the truth. Persecution attends these 
labors, but in some instances it has served good purposes, and has really 
given access to a class of people which the elders had hitherto been un- 
able to reach. Two of the elders laboring in the Sorau district of Prussia, 
however, have been banished and forced to leave that most promising 
field. 

This latter statement may seem discouraging news, but on second 
thought it really contains some elements of encouragement. There is a 
principle underlying all this which, if rightly understood, will not dis- 
courage but rather stimulate our efforts. This may seem strange, but 
it is nevertheless true, as will appear if the following is taken into con- 
sideration. 

We are told that Satan was once a glorious angel dwelling in the pres- 
ence of God, but that through his rebellion he was cast out. Much of the 
knowledge he had gained in the day of his glory he still preserves. This 
knowledge, used for evil purposes after his fall, has enabled him to gain a 
strong hold upon the hearts of men. He is cunning and he loses no 
opportunity to further his purposes, namely, to hinder the work of God 
and to draw as many of the sons and daughters of God into the same 
misery that he has brought upon himself and his followers in the spirit. 
Wherever the servants of God are called to labor he follows, there to 
counteract their efforts and destroy the effects of their labors. When the 
people are living in wickedness, are indifferent to the hereafter, and care 
not for the Gospel, he does not trouble the servants of God a great deal, 
but rather inspires his followers to mock at their ineffectual attempts to 
awaken the people to a realization of their condition. It is when the 
people show a spirit of inquiry, when they halt in their mad career to ruin 
and begin to prepare for the future, that he bestirs himself. He feels that 
he is being robbed of the sweets of the misery his fertile genius has 
created, and he sets to work to thwart the purposes of the elders and to 
defend himself and his power from their attacks. 

He has various ways of going about his work of destruction. One way 
is to show himself at the head of his legions and so afflict the servants of 
God as to frighten them away, if possible; another way is to work upon 
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the hearts of the people to destroy the lives of the elders or otherwise to 
secure their removal from the place where his sway has been so far un- 
disputed. It has been proven in the experience of the Latter-day Saints 
that the men generally chosen as his main tools in these proceedings are 
the members of a hireling priesthood—men who profess sanctity and who 
profess to be the shepherds of the people. 

In his desire to overthrow the work of God, however, Satan often over- 
reaches himself, his evil plans thus serving to bring about the final 
triumph of the good cause. Whatever may be the temporary success of 
the evil power God will not be mocked and truth will rise again. The 
Lord will open up the way and those who earnestly desire to hear and 
obey the Gospel will have the opportunity, even though Satan may be 
permitted to succeed in his plans for a season. 

‘These few facts enable us to look upon the reports from Germany with 
other feelings than those of discouragement. It is to be regretted that 
the labors of our elders are thus delayed or hindered, but the fact that 
persecution rages is only a sign that some in that locality are beginning 
to heed the whisperings of the Spirit and that good is to be accomplished 
there. Though driven from the field of their labors for the present, the 
elders have established a branch there and have left with it the priest- 
hood. God will guide the rest and Satan will find that he has begun too 
late. As soon as he discovers this he may devote his energies to the over- 
throw of those who have been redeemed from his grasp and thus he may 
cause them to pass through the heat of fiery trial and persecution. But 
what of that? If faithful, they will come out of the ordeal purer and 
stronger, conquerors in fact, and the Gospel will thereafter be preached 
without let or hindrance, and another portion of the chosen seed gathered 
out from among the tares. We firmly believe that from the success that 
will eventually crown the labors in Eastern Prussia, the Gospel will 
gradually spread to the Czar’s dominions, hitherto absolutely closed 
against the Latter-day Saints. J. V. B. 


THE suit which has been pending between the Josephites and the Hed- 
rickites, as to the possession of the temple lot in Independence, Mo., has 
been decided by Judge Phillips of Missouri in favor of the Josephites. 
The judge had the audacity to go out of his way to pass judgment as to 
which was the true church, drawing into his decision the church in Utah, 
which was in no way involved in, or a party to, the suit. Consternation 
has been created in the ranks of the Hedrickites by the action of C. A. 
Hall, president of the Hedrickite church having withdrawn from member- 
ship announcing that he had decided that the Hedrickite church was not 
the true descendant of the church established by Joseph Smith the Prophet. 


To what straits the modern divine is placed in order to secure a congre- 
gation may be gleaned from the following account of the service in one 
of the English churches, taken from a Liverpool paper: “The magic lan- 
tern in St. Mary-at-Hill Church, near the London Monument, on Sunday 
evenings is a novelty introduced by the Rev. W. Carlile, of the Church 
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Army, which has attracted large congregations. The prayerbook service 


is thrown on an enormous sheet suspended in mid-air, as also pictures 
illustrating the sermon. The music, accompanied by a magnificent organ, 
is led by a trumpet, and a solo, with special reference to the pictures, is 
sung by a well-khown singer. The sermon ended, the sheet is cleared 
away and two sevenfold electric altar lights are set in operation.”

SHEFFIELD CONFERENCE. 


Tue Sheffield Conference convened Sunday, March 25, 1894, at the Sub- 
scription Rooms, High Street, Doncaster, England. There were present: 
Anthon H. Lund, President of the European Mission; H. M. McCune, 
Traveling Elder in the Liverpool Conference; G. D. Merkley, President of, 
and G. A. Seaman and Oliver Hodgson, Traveling Elders in, the Leeds 
Conference; H. Kirkham, President of, and Thos. Salt, James T. Lovett, 
Joseph T. Robison, F. W. Simmons, W. H. Streeper, Jr., Henry Holyoak, 
Heber J. Mulliner, Joseph R. Price and H. O. Badley, Traveling Elders in, 
the Sheffield Conference. 

Three well attended meetings were held, the Saints turning out in 
full strength, while quite a number of strangers were present during 
the day. In addition to strong and faithful testimonies borne by the 
elders, we were favored with two very interesting and instructive dis- 
courses by President Anthon H. Lund, who spoke on the authenticity of 
the Book of Mormon, the divine calling of the Prophet Joseph, and the 
apostacy, and bore a strong testimony to the restoration of the Gospel 
and that the Latter-day Saints were in possession of the same. His faith- 
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producing and testimony-strengthening remarks were listened to with 
much joy by the Saints and, judging from the attention given, were in- 
teresting and pleasing to the strangers. 

In the afternoon the Sacrament was administered and the authorities of 
the Church, and of the European Mission, and the President and the 
Traveling Elders of the Sheffield Conference were presented and unani- 
mously sustained. 

The labors of the elders for the six months ending March 25, 1894, and 
statistical report of the conference were read as follows: Houses visited 
3,008; tracts distributed 8,860; Gospel conversations 787; in-door meet- 
ings 130; open-air meetings 3; Sabbath school sessions 26; books sold 35; 
books loaned 140; books given away 62. Children blessed 2; ordained 2; 
died 3; High Priest 1; Seventies 9; Elders 15 ; Priests 6; Deacons 9; mem- 
bers 132; officers and members 172. 

Two Priesthood meetings were held, one on Saturday evening, March 24, 
and the other the following Monday morning. At the former the elders 
reported their labors, while at the latter the topic discussed was “the best 
methods of spreading the Gospel.” F. W. Srumons, Clerk. 


ELDERS BANISHED-. FROM PRUSSIA. 


Tue following interesting information regarding the labors in the Swiss 
and German Mission is taken from a letter by President J. H. Stocker and 
a letter from Elder Vetterli which was enclosed with the former, both of 
recent date :— 

We are well and getting along nicely. The elders are doing their best 
to promote the Cause, and the prospects are bright in every field, although 
much opposition is encountered. In some places, however, the persecution 
has had good results, causing the Elders to rejoice. In Hirsau, Wiirtem- 
berg, for instance, meetings were being held in a small, decaying hut, but 
because of persecution even this poor place had to be given up. A gentle- 
man came forward and offered his house, a good, spacious building, for the 
elders, where many can attend and where people are not ashamed to 
congregate. 

There is quite an uproar at Sorau, Prussia, at present. Elders Vetterli 
and Billeter have been banished from the kingdom and their banishment 
placed on the passports. Brother Vetterli was bidding the Saints farewell 
in the branch and returned on the evening of March 21. A surprise 
awaited him in the shape of an invitation to go before the police, and an 
article in the Sorau Wochenblatt that the “Mormonen-sendlinge”—Elders 
Vetterli and Billeter—had been banished from Prussia. The following 
day they went to the court-house, where they were informed of their 
banishment and that they would have to leave within eight days. They 
plead their cause, but without avail. They spoke of Elder Weiler, who 
was unable to speak the language, but were told to take him along or 
banishment would follow. The order for banishment came from the “Re- 
gierings Prasitend,” in Frankfurt. It was indeed a surprise to the Elders, 
not only to be banished but to find that the priests had gained their 
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object in expelling them, and while it will be hard on the Saints they 
feel that the Lord will turn everything into good. Before leaving, the 
Elders ordained one of the members to the office of an elder and set him 
apart as president of the branch, leaving al] accounts and business in his 
hands, so that the work will not stand still. 

Elder Weiler has remained at Sorau, but he may also be banished. After 
the excitement has diminished other elders will seek to resume the labors 
thus cut off for a season. 


DEATH OF BISHOP DORIUS. 


BisHop C. C. N. Dorius died at his home in Ephraim, Sanpete County 
Utah, Sunday evening, March 4, 1894. 

Bishop Car] Christian Nicolai Dorius was born in Copenhagen, April 5, 
1830. He embraced the Gospel and was baptized by his brother, John 
F. F. Dorius, January 2, 1852, and after having labored as teacher in the 
branch where he then lived, he was ordained an elder, December 18, 1852 
by John E. Forsgren and P. O. Hanson, and sent on a mission to Norway, 
but went first to Jutland in February, 1853. In May of the same year he 
left for Norway in company with Elders E.G. M. Hougan and Canute 
Peterson (the latter now president of Sanpete Stake) who had lately 
arrived from Utah. All three set sail in a very small vessel under Captain 
Swend Larsen, who had been baptized in Denmark, and finally reached the 
rock-bound coast of their appointed field of labor. As several elders at 
that time were in prison for preaching the Gospel of repentance and bap- 
tism for remission of sins, the newly arrived brethren deemed it wisdom 
to go very cautiously to work, pending the decision of the courts, and they 
therefore confined their labors principally with the Saints and investigat- 
ing friends; but in the fall it was decided to again resume more active 
work, and Elder Dorius was appointed to proceed to the city-of Dram-. 
men, while C. Peterson with a native young man were appointed to com- 
mence work in Christiania, the capital of Norway. 

On the 23rd of October, Elder Dorius, C. C. A. Christensen and another 
elder, a native by name of Larson, started in company on foot for their 
fields of labor. They had to travel] over the same road about sixty-five 
miles, and as their resources were very limited, they had to put up with 
much hardship on account of bad muddy roads. After about five days’ 
travel they reached Christiania, and from there Brothers Dorius and 
Larson proceeded to Drammen. He soon found his money running short 
and therefore accepted work with a joiner and carpenter, Erick Johnson, 
whose widow still lives in Ephraim, and soon that family and others were 
full believers in the Gospel, but no water could be found for baptism, as 
all was ice. 

In January, 1854, Elder C. C. A. Christensen joined him again, having 
been sent to assist him, and by their energetic labors they soon attracted 
the attention of the priests, who again called on the police for help, 
and in consequence both these brethren were imprisoned and held in 
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confinement about three weeks, till they were let out on bail, their new 
converts being securities. A fine of ten dollars was their penalty for 
preaching repentance and baptism for remission of sins, but money not 
being on hand, the brethren atoned for their transgressions of Norwegian 
laws by eating dry black bread and drinking cold water in their former 
prison cell. Elder Dorius afterwards was subject to similar experiences in 
the cities of Stavanger and Trondhjem and he has atoned in all about 400 
dollars fine with 116 days’ imprisonment on such fare. After nearly four 
years of continuous missionary labors in Norway he was released and 
emigrated, in company with his two principal co-laborers and intimate 
friends, his brother John F. F. Dorius and C. C. A. Christensen, and on 
their arrival in Liverpool they were advised to marry and thus commence 
the voyage on “the sea of matrimony” at the same time that they should 
cross the great Atlantic. The three friends were therefore married on 
board.the ship Westmoreland by Elder John Kay on the eve of April 24, 
1857, Brother Dorius’s bride being his now mourning widow, Ellen G. 
Rolfsen Dorius. Their further wedding trip to Utah was with a handcart 
from the city of Iowa and lasted about thirteen weeks over a stretch of 
country of nearly 1,300 miles. In 1858 he moved to Ephraim, where he 
has resided ever since. 

In the spring of 1860 he and his brother were again called to take a 
mission to Norway and at once got ready and went, leaving their families 
in rather straitened circumstances. Elder Dorius was subsequently ap- 
pointed president of the Christiania Conference (which comprises all of 
Norway) and his brother John labored at the same time as traveling elder, 
both performing much good work during their missionary term, which 
lasted more than three years. 

In 1877, when President Brigham Young re-organized the Stakes of 
Zion, Elder Dorius was set apart and ordained bishop of Ephraim South 
Ward, which position he has held ever since, greatly to the satisfaction of 
the members of his ward as well as the general Church authorities. He 
suffered imprisonment for conscience sake in the Utah Penitentiary in 1887, 
and from that time it can really be said that he has been struggling with 
the destroyer, who finally laid him low, but only to transfer him to a still 
better stage of action, where sufferings and sorrow no more can interfere. 
He leaves a large family who mourn the departure of a most kind and 
loving father and husband, but he will be met on the other side by five 
members of his own family who will rejoice and welcome him. The mem- 
bers of his own ward will greatly miss him and with hundreds of friends 
in all parts of Zion they will cherish the memory of that noble man.— 
Ephraim Enterprise. 


HISTORY OF THE SAVIOR FOUND IN THIBET. 


Tue following account of a most interesting discovery is taken from the 
Liverpool Daily Post :— 
A new Life of Jesus Christ has been discovered in a monastery of 
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Thibet by a Russian traveler, and has just been translated into French. 
This book of Jesus Christ is held in no less reverence by certain Budd- 
hists than the Rig-Veda by the Brahmins. It is in the eyes of the Lamas 
a canonical book. M. Nicholas Notovitch, traveling in Thibet, heard in a 
monastery that the Buddhists knew and honored the prophet Issa. Cer- 
tain particulars of the life of Issa forced upon him the conviction that 
this prophet was Jesus Christ. He inquired of the Lamas where a history 
of his life was to be found. It was to be found in manuscripts preserved 
as sacred books in the monasteries of Ladak. M. Notovitch went over the 
Ladak country, visited the city of Leh, and at length stopped at a con- 
vent called Hemis. There he commenced negotiations for the manuscript. 
He sent presents to the Lama—a watch, a thermometer, an alarum—but 
all to no purpose. Several days later an accident brought him what his 
diplomacy had failed to achieve. Riding in front of Hemis he broke his - 
leg. He was received in the convent and nursed there. One day the 
Lama came into his room with two large volumes bound in pasteboard, 
the leaves being turned yellow by lapse of time. It was the life of Issa, 
written in the Pali language. The Lama read it out verse by verse, 
M. Notovitch taking down his interpreter’s translation. The following is 
a brief summary of this translation :— 

“Issa was born in Israel. His parents were poor people, belonging by 
birth ‘to a family of exalted piety, which forgot its former greatness on 
earth to magnify the Creator and thank Him for the misfortunes with 
which he was pleased to try them.’ From his childhood he preached the 
one God. On coming of age at thirteen, instead of marrying, according 
to custom, he fled from his father’s house, and went with merchants to 
Sindh. At fourteen he was living among the Aryas. He visited Jugger- 
naut, Rejagriha and Benares, where he learnt to read and understand the 
Vedas. But one day he broke away from the Brahmins. He denied the 
divine origin of the Vedas and the incarnation of Para Brahma. In 
Vishma the white priests threatened his life. He took refuge with the | 
Gowtamides, learned Pali, and in six months was initiated into the 
mysteries of pure Buddhism. Then he went westward preaching against 
idols. In Persia he opposed the religion of Zoroaster, but he was per- 
secuted by magicians and Hed. He was twenty-nine years of age when he 
returned to Judea. He at once began to preach, but his popularity 
alarmed Pontius Pilate. The latter summoned priests and learned men 
to try Issa. This tribunal examined Issa and pronounced him to be 
innocent. Issa continued to speak to the people, inculcating obedience 
to Cesar and respect for womankind, but spies which Pilate had set to 
watch him sent disquieting reports on the enthusiasm of the multitude, 
and the Governor, fearing a mutiny, caused Issa to be imprisoned, tor- 
tured and tried before the Sanhedrim with two thieves. False witnesses 
were bribed this time. The Governor then called the witness who, at the 
bidding of his master Pilate, had betrayed Issa. This man came and, 
speaking to Issa, said: ‘Did you not claim to be the King of Israel, when 
you said that the Lord of Heaven had sent you to prepare His people?’ 
And Issa, having blessed him, said: ‘You shall be forgiven, because what 
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you say does not come from your heart.’ And, turning to the Governor, Issa 
said: ‘Why humble your pride and teach your inferiors to live in false- 
hood, since even without that you are able to condemn an innocent man ?’ 
At these words the Governor fell into a rage and ordered the death of Issa, 
while he discharged the two thieves. The judges, having deliberated, 
said to Pilate: ‘We will not take upon ourselves the great sin of condemn- 
ing an innocent man and of absolving two thieves, a thing contrary to 
our laws. Do, therefore, as you please.’ Having thus spoken the priests 
and wise men went out and washed their hands in a holy vessel, saying: 
‘We are innocent of the death of a just man.’ Issa and the two thieves 
were crucified, but the third day Issa’s sepulchre was found open and 
empty.” 


UTAH NEWS. 


(Summarized from Territorial papers. ) 

Albert Whipples’s residence and granary on Provo Bench were destroyed by fire 
February 24. The loss is $2,000; insurance $500. The fire was caused by the explosion 
of a lamp. Mrs. Whipple was walking across the floor with the lamp when her toe 
caught in a crack. She fell and the lamp was dashed to the floor and exploded. 


Joe Hancock, a young man employed in the coal mines at Castle Gate, as car driver, 
had the life crushed out of him February 24, by a car passing over his body. He was 
standing on the front part of the car driving his mule as usual, when he became over- 
balanced, falling in frunt of the car, which was heavily loaded with coal. It crushed his 
body almost to a jelly. He was about twenty-one years old. 


Mrs. Markinson, a lady about seventy-three years of age, fell down a flight of stairs at 
her residence, Salt Lake City, February 19. She was carrying a pitcher of cream to her 
room, when by some means she slipped and fell to the bottom of the stairs, inflicting a 
scalp wound extending from just above the right ear round the back of the head ww near 
the left ear, laying bare quite a piece of the skull. She apparently struck her head on 
the edge of a bucket on the landing. She was otherwise severely bruised about the body, 
but no bones were broken. 


The house of M. O, Petersen, Smithfield, Cache County, was blown in by a hurri- 
cane, February 17. A large quantity of bricks and other material crashed in upon the 
family while they were in bed. Mrs. Petersen was badly bruised and skinned about the 
head and shoulders, and her right arm was broken near the wrist. Her baby was saved 
from death by her arm being around and over it, as the blow which broke her arm would 
otherwise have fallen on the little one’s head. Mr. Petersen escaped with a few slight 
bruises. In the darkness and confusion of the wreck nothing in the shape of clothing 
could be found, and the entire family had to make their way dishabille and barefoot 
through the snow to the residence of William Wynn, some eight rods distant, where they 
were taken in and cared for. 

Albert Hugi of Logan on February 17 was working along with his father, brother and 
brother-in-law about three or four miles up the canyon, where are located some very high 
cliffs. Above those the men were at work, when a snowslide came sweeping alung, nar- 
rowly missing two of the men, and carrying Albert over the almost perpendicular cliff 
at least 175 feet high, and further down the ravine some two or three hundred yards 
below, where the slide came to a stop and Albert found himself with his head protruding 
out of the snow. He worked loose and called for his father, who found his son in a pool 
of blood which issued from a very large wound in his head. The other men repaired to 
the scene and the young man was relieved from his position. He had a large scalp wound 
on the top of his head, and one rib was broken. 
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
